BILL NO. VIII OF 1986 


A Bill further to amend the Constitution of India . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty - seventh Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:

1. This Act may be called the Constitution ( Amendment) Act, 1986 . Short title .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


There are sharp differences of opinion in the country on the scope of 
the power of Parliament to amend the Constitution . This question is 
repeatedly raised in various fora and divergent views are expressed . It 
is , therefore , necessary to settle the scope of Parliament s power of am 
ending the Constitution under article 368. 


It is generally agreed that the basic features of the Constitution , 
namely secularism , democracy , federalism and the freedom of the in 
dividual would always subsist in a democratic State . 


The amending power of Parliament derived from article 368 of the 
Constitution cennot be used , as clearly stated in the Supreme Court 
judgement in the famous Keshavanada Bharati s case , to destory or 
abrogate the basic structure , or framework of the Constitution . If this 
position is not so accepted , a political party with the requisite two 
third majority in Parliament could so amend the Constitution as to 
debar any other political party from functioning, establish totalita 
rlanism , destroy the federal and secular character of the Constitution 
and democratic form of Government and after having effected these 
purposes, make the Constitution unamendable or extremnely rigid . 


Hence this Bill.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Union and the States must function on inutually complementary and 
co -operative basis . Office of the Governor of a State is a very important office 
for the success of democratic Governments in the States. On his impartiality 
and integrity dcpend the autonomy of the States and the operation and mainte 
nance of Centro-Stale rclations. Thcre have been instances of unfortunate 
criticism in the past that the Governors are forced to function as agents of the Union 
Government. In a case , the Supreme Coul 12.ts lield iliat the Governor is not 
amenable to the circctions of the Goverincnt of India , nor is he accountable to 
them for the manner in which , he carries out liis functions and duties. His is an 
independentconstitutional office which is not sulject to the control of the Gover 
nment of India ." 


The Governor s power to appoint or dismiss a ChiefMinister and dissolve 
the State Assembly has on several occasions been used to flout the democra 
tically expressed will of the people. 

Dr. B . R . Ambedkar had remarked in the Constituent Assembly that " the position 
of the Governor is exactly the sanie as the position of the President." It , is , however , 
noteworthy that in our Constitution there is a provision for removing the President 
by a process of impeachment but there is no such provision for impeachment and 
removal of Governors. It is felt that the Constitution should be amended 30 as to 
incorporate therein provisions for the impeachment and removal of the Governors 
alo . 


Hence , this Bill.
